**Everyw here I found,” said Mr. Book- \ 
w alter, “ the kindest aud most friendly J 
feeling tow ard A m erica and Am ericans j 
and heard m any expression* of satisfac ’ 
turn over A m erica’s success in our w ar j 
w ith Spain. 
W herever I w ent every­ 
thing was throw n open to me sim ply be­ 
cause I was an American. 
"A m erica's best open door to central 
Asia and C hina is through Ruvha. 
Al­ 
ready all the locomotive* aud rolling 
stock on the railw ays arc of American * 
m anufacture. 
C entral A sa will in the 
m a r future be the greatest m arket in 
the world for m anufacturers of all kinds 
and our obtaining the virtual monopoly 
of this m arkets only depends on our re- > 
trin in g the friendship of Russia. 
"N ot m any years will elapse before 
the world w ill see Russia, England and 
C hina com bining for the partition of 
Asia.

England and 
Russia will never be able to agree on a 
partition of Clim a betw een themselves. 
They w ill bt* forced to defend China, 
which alone is helpless, against th e re-t 
of the world, aud to share w ith her the 
dominion of Asia.

condition of the tenem ents. 
Every day 
or so the relief distributors come upon 
dead bodies, terribly em aciated.
